Spare Tire and Tool Compartment 


Jack, tools, and spare tire 



H Tool bag

Taking out the spare tire 

PH Remove the inside spare tire cover. 


[2]Open the right side auxiliary box and remove 
the cover of the spare tire clamp bolt. 
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\3\ Put the adapter socket on the spare tire clamp 
bolt. Connect the jack handle and adapter 
socket, and then turn the jack handle counter¬ 
clockwise. 


[ 4 ] Pull out the spare tire and remove the holding 
bracket.
